DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,14, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Marmorstein et al (US 5,337,825). 

Marmorstein et al discloses a system and method of increasing oil well productivity, 
which comprises all of the claimed structure including mechanical unloading or cutting 
means by cutting slots near well zone (col. 5, lines 44-53). The means for cyclically 
treating well is anticipated by col. 2, lines 2, lines 27+, where cyclic treatment of the 
near well zone with seam treating liquid is anticipated. The operational or functional 
limitations such as "with controlling a density of a formation and correcting the cyclical 
treatment in correspondence with the density of the formation" fails to constitute a 
patentable distinction as being failing to further show their respective supportive 
structural elements necessary to carry out such operation or functions as claimed and 
hence consider to be anticipated by Marmorstein et al. The surface and underground 
equipments recited in claim 14 are anticipated by the pump means used on the surface 
and the jet means used undergroun as being shown in fig. 3, and col. 3, lines 45-57. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2, 7-13, 15-17, and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
